WEATHERSFIELD TOWN MEETING 
Tuesday, March 7, 1967 


Despite blizzard-like weather, early Tuesday morning the roads 
were well plowed to the Weathersfield Town Hall where hardy, legal 
voters gathered at 10:00 a.m., March 7, 1967 to transact business at a 
legally warned meeting for the Town and Town School District. The 
moderator read the warning and declared the ballot box open for 
Article 2. 


Article 1. Norman J. Corey accepted the gravel and called for 
nominations for moderator. Melvin R. Butterfield was re-elected moder- 
ator. Elizabeth G. Murray was re-elected town clerk. 


Article 2. The town voted to grant the sale of malt and vinous 
beverages: 62 YES votes and 14 NO votes. 

They granted the sale of spirituous liquors by: 54 YES votes 
and 23 NO votes. 

The vote under this article was by ballot and a check list was used. 
The ballot box opened at 10:00 a.m. and closed at 3:00 p.m. 


Article 3. Voted to accept the reports of Town Officers for the 
year ending December 31, 1966. 

In discussing reports of officers, the tax collector explained the dif- 
ference in the tax collector’s report of collecting $6,706.87 in 1966 and 
the treasurer’s report of receiving $5,337.45 from him. He turned 
$1,369.42 over to her in January 1967 and thought it would be credited 
to the 1966 income. 

Also corrected was the Schedule of Long Term Indebtedness which 
stated it was equivalent to 10c plus on $25,096.24 Grand List. This 
should be $1.00 plus. 

Questioned was Summer Hill, Springfield, Vt., as burial place of 
Jessie Newhall. Jessie Newhall died March 9, 1966 and was entombed 
at Summer Hill Cemetery, Springfield, Vt. and buried April 21, 1966 in 
the Ascutneyville Cemetery, Weathersfield, Vt. 


Article 4. Voted to authorize the Selectmen and the School Direc- 
tors to borrow money, if necessary, to pay current expenses in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. 


Article 5. Voted to consider the payment for town officers and 
the treasurer in two separate votes. 

Voted to pay town officers $1.40 an hour and .08 a mile for 
travel while on town business with the exception of the treasurer. 

Voted to pay the treasurer a salary of $2,700. which includes 
travel expenses. 

Article 6. Election of Officers. See Weathersfield Town Officers 
elected or appointed. 

Article 7. Voted to appropriate $800.00 for Proctor Library and 


the Perkinsville Branch; $50,00 of this sum to be used for the purchase 
of books to be added to the War Memorial Library. 
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Article 8. Voted to print in the Town Report the names of de- 
linquent taxpayers and amounts due from each. 


Article 9. Voted to authorize the School Directors to install a 
suspended ceiling in the basement of the Ascutney School at a cost to 
the town not to exceed $840.00 and with the help of any applicable 
State Aid. 


Article 10. Voted to continue the Center Road construction pro- 
ject and instruct the officials who are in charge not to needlessly destroy 
the natural beauty of the road as by unnecessary tree cutting. Voted to 
amend the article as above written, then voted in the affirmative the 
amended article. 


Article 11. Voted to appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 to be 
used in conjunction with State Funds for construction on the Center Road. 
(These funds, if voted, to be matched by the State, their share being 
$4,000.00) 


Article 12. Voted the sum of $800. for repair and retreatment of 
approximately 34 miles on the Center Road. (These funds, if voted, to 
be matched by the State, their share being $1,600.00). 


Article 13. This article was tabled for more information, then 
after lunch voted to reconsider it. Voted not to exceed $5,000. for a road 
to the Gerald McAllister Farm. This was discussed as an enabling act 
to allow the Selectmen to use their judgement on how best jo fix this 
road for which plans for improvement were already underway. 


Article 14. Voted to appropriate a sum not to exceed $1,000. to 
pay one-half the cost of repairing and painting the steeple of the Town 
Hall. (The other half of the expense will be paid by the First Congrega- 
tional Church which owns the building frequently referred to as The 
Meeting House. The Town is allowed to use the building for town meet- 
ings.) 


Article 15. Voted against cooperating and joining with other 
Towns to create a Southern Windsor County Regional Planning Com- 
mission as authorized by law (24 V.S.A. Section 2923 et seq.) and 
authorizing the Selectmen to appoint one or more members of the Com- 
mission from among the inhabitants of the Town. Voice vote undecided. 
So a ballot was called for. Balloting: 29 YES and 62 NO. 


Article 16. Voted to pass over. To see if the Town will appro- 
priate a sum of money to defray the Town’s share of the expenses of 
the Southern Windsor County Regional Planning Commission, and_ if 
so, how much. | 


Article 17. Voted a tax rate of $5.53 divided as follows:

Article 18. Voted to collect taxes in the manner provided by 
statute: 


To pay taxes to Town Treasurer. 
To have poll taxes due May 15 and delinquent after May 31st. 


To charge interest on delinquent taxes at the rate of one-half 
per cent per month or fraction thereof. 


Article 19. It was announced that instead of purchasing a loud 
speaker for Town Meeting, one had been rented for the day for $5.00. 


Further discussion followed on Article 10 concerning the widening 
of the Center Road. It was voted: To instruct the Selectmen to appoint a 
committee of three to work with the selectmen, road commissioner and 
highway engineer on the Center Road project to help preserve the beau- 
ty of the road.” (On March 29, 1967 Raymond Baker, Lois E. Cann (Mrs. 
Roald) and Addison Minott were appointed the committee of three by 
the selectmen.) 

Adjourned at 1:50 p.m. but some members of the Board of Civil 
Authority remained until after 3:00 p.m. to close the ballot box and 
count the ballots.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The selectmen report that the past year brought them many prob- 
lems. 


The location of the new Hammond Bridge was changed at the re- 
quest of Mrs. Hammond who wanted the road to pass at a greater dis- 
tance from her house. She donated to the town the necessary rights-of- 
way to allow the bridge to be constructed some distance downstream 
from its old location, making it unnecessary to build a temporary bridge 
and allowing a much safer intersection with Route 106. The Town will 
have several hundred feet of new road to construct in order to connect 
with the old road. 


In August the floor of the covered bridge on the McAllister Road 
in Ascutney collapsed as a loaded gravel truck was passing over it. The 
truck owner is bringing suit against the town for damages and the firm 
of Parker, Ainsworth and Richards is handing the case for the town. This 
accident made it necessary to rebuild completely a temporary bridge 
nearby to allow travel on this dead-end road. 


Work on highway projects this year was hindered by a lingering 
muddy spring and the necessity for starting winter work early in Novem- 
ber. However, the work planned for Piper Road, Amsden Road and 
Perkin’s Hill was completed and additional work done on Silloway Road, 
Baltimore Road and Center Road construction. 


Bridge work consisted of reconstruction of the bridge near the 
George Jarvis place and building of the temporary bridge on the McAllis- 
ter Road. Work on the Hammond Bridge was finally commenced this fall, 
the abutments are finished and the work will be completed next summer. 


In response to many questions, here is a list of heavy equipment 
owned by the town: 


1948 Austin-Western grader with plow 
1954 Oshkosh truck with plow 

1958 Michigan shovel 

1962 GMC truck with plow 

1964 GMC truck with plow 

1966 GMC truck with plow 


This year we purchased a new plow for one of the trucks and a 
steam cleaner for thawing culverts and the garage workshop had over- 
head doors and an oil burning heater installed. 


After a moderate snowstorm three trucks and the grader take 
about seven hours to do a complete plowing job. The two trucks which 
are equipped to spread salt and sand require about a day and a half to 
cover the town. The Oshkosh truck is used scarcely at all because of its 
poor condition. 


The 1948 grader is showing its age by increased repair bills and 
general undependability. Since this is a vital piece of equipment the 
selectmen have placed an order for a new unit with delivery contingent 
on voters approval in town meeting. The net price of the new grader 
will be $25,000 and it is proposed to pay for it as was the last one - 
by borrowing the full amount to be repaid over a ten year period. There 
is only one more payment to be made on the old grader after this year 
and it is proposed that we make the final payment this year with 1967 
surplus money to avoid a double payment next year. 


An unusually large number of articles will be found in this year’s 
warning, all worthy of serious consideration. The selectmen earnestly 
hope the articles concerning the Southern Windsor County Regional 
Planning Commission will be approved as it will mean that we will be 
in a much better position to maintain the best of what we now have and 
to develop what we want in the future in an orderly fashion. 


The article on the appraisal of real estate by state appraisers is 
certain to be of great interest. The plan seems to offer an opportunity 
to revaluate all property on a uniform basis and all in a short period of 
time. The price of $5,000 for examining the 800 existing properties 
seems very low. 


The selectment recommend the following tax rate for basic re- 
quirements in 1968. It is computed on an expected grand list of $40,000 
and does not include any appropriations to be considered in town meet- 
ing.

CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS REPORT - 1967 


During the year, the Town’s 13 Cemeteries, as listed in last 
year’s report, were mowed and cared for as usual. The nine unendowed 
cemeteries had their annual mowing, and in addition the Greenbush was 
also cleaned up in the spring, thanks to the 4H Rangers. It is worth 
noting that due to the Trust Funds of the four larger cemeteries, the cost 
to the Town of maintaining our cemeteries has been only some $200 a 
year from the General Fund, indeed a very modest amount. 


At the Ascutneyville Cemetery a new artesian well was installed, 
solving their long-standing water problems. Also the fence was painted 
and the usual excellent care taken of the whole cemetery. 


The Bow and Grout Cemeteries were cleaned, mowed and raked 
as usual, and repairs made to the stone wall of the Grout. 


The Plain Cemetery was cleaned and mowed several times as usual 
by Raymond Baker, our sexton. He reports that he will be unable to do 
all of this for the coming year, and Ronald Currier will take over these 
duties. 


Some serious vandalism occured at the Plain during the winter, 
when the Roundy and Luther Warren monuments were tipped over, and 
later some marble headstones in the Town part were likewise pushed 
over. Most of this damage has since been repaired, with the help of 
the Hicks Fund.

The golf course was once called the Boynton farm, and later the 
Clark Corliss place. 


Corliss was a shrewd man but full of wit. He had three sons, Frank 
William and Horace. Frank and Horace are now deceased, but William 
lives in Springfield on Commonwealth Avenue. Clark Corliss operated the 
property as a dairy farm and was one of the original promoters of the 
Bellows Falls Co-operative Creamery when it was organized. 


He declared that he would never sell the farm, and that when he 
left, “they would take him out feet first.” 


~ But, due to his better judgment when he was older, he did sell and 
make his home with one of his sons in Springfield. Mr. and Mrs. Ray- 
mond Trombley of Spencer Hollow owned the property later and finally 
sold it to the Country Club. 


The old road passes on the northwest by the club house, which is 
in Weathersfield, to the Wellwood Orchard property. 


There is history connected with this area. Capt. William Upham of 
Revolutionary War days bought land and settled in the vicinity, and 
was one of the foremost citizens in the town’s early days. 


The farm remained in the Upham family until 1924, when Joshua 
Upham sold it to be used for the orchards. 


Joshua was another interesting personality of the early 1900’s. He 
was a school director for many years and made it a point to visit each 
rural school in town periodically. He was full of wit and humor and 
loved to visit with his neighbors. He and his wife raised a family of 
seven children: George, Carrie, Fanny, Alice, Harry, John and Don. 


The new owners of the Upham farm were Joseph Wellwood and 
his brother-in-law, Henry Chapman, and their wives, and the place was 
called Wellwood-Chapman Orchards. 


They planted several thousand apple trees and managed the orchard 
in a scientific manner. The Chapman family lived in the house, but “Joe” 
Wellwood, who lived in Springfield was a frequent visitor and helped 
with the management. For an income, before the trees grew to bearing 
age, they ran a poultry business. 


Now, Wellwood and Mr. and Mrs. Chapman are all deceased, The 
name is Wellwood Orchards, Inc., and Robert and Sylvia (Wellwood) 
Brogdale live in the house with two of their three children, Roderick and 
Jon. Another child, Alison, married recently. 


Brogdale is president and general manager of the orchards and has 
developed a large business with the best equipment available. In 1966 
he built a large storage facility for his own apples and those from other 
nearby orchards, using controlled atmosphere. 
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- During the last few..years, Mrs. Brogdale has: taken “wild flowers” 
as her hobby and.now has many ..varieties of. Vermont orchids and other 
species. The Crown -Point Road passes through the woodland near. her 

“bog”. She has photographed many-of. the blooms and gives illustrated 
talks.to numerous Vermont organization. 


As the Crown Point Road leaves Wellwood Osh dete it crosses the 
town road leading to the orchards and marker No. 15 erected by the 
town is there by the present: road. 


Then the old road goes across a corner Be an open field Siaee by 
Bernard and Lillian Brown, but formerly a part of Augustus Aldrich farm, 
then down and across the Aldrich brook, which is the main water supply 
for the Springfield Reservoir. 


Here, near an old stone bridge which spans. sis brook, there was 
a dam which made ‘a small pond. Beside this pond was the cider ‘mill of 
the late Charles F. Aldrich, Augustus’s father, a busy spot indeed every 
fall, using the water for power. 


Next, the old road passes through a large pasture of the Wellwood 
Orchard property. In this pasture land is an old. celler hole where 
Jonathan Putnam, a Revolutionary War:veteran, settled and built a log 
cabin for his family: He was the great-great-grandfather of the author of 
this article, and her sister, Miss Helena Putnam. But Jonathan. Putnam 
remained there only one. year. The family moved to what is now West 
Windsor. 


From this cellar hole. the Crown Point Road bends around a hill and 
follows the east side ofa ravine at the bottom of which-is a-small brook, 
which also feeds the Springfield Reservoir. This land is part of what was 
once a small farm owned. by Bryant and is now a part of the author's 
property. It was formerly owned. by Eugene Putnam, her. grandfather, 
and then by Fred Putnam, the author's father. 


The Crown Point Road is plainly visable along the side of this ravine 
until it comes to the Cram pasture, or Grout lot, now owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. David Claghorn of Hudson, N: Y., but formerly of. Weathersfield. 

The road passes up the headwaters of the brook to another old 


cellar hole where Asa Grout lived. Asa was. the | son of Hilkiah Grout, one 
of the earliest settlers. 


The house was used as a tavern; but all that is an now is the well, 
lilac bushes, butternut; and other trees and foundation’ stones. 


From this old°ceéllar hole, the road continues northwest and down 
a slope to property now owned by Mr. and Mrs. Robinson Bullard, and 
gives many fine views of Hawks Mountain and others to the northwest. 


In the early 1900's this farm was owned by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Woodbury, and there is a granite. marker, No. 16, erected by the Town 
of Weathersfi eld, 1915, across the town road from the house. 


From the, Bullard, house, the old road passes along the town road 
ier ‘through the Bullard. land, through pines owned by .Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Bishop’ of Springfield, through a corner. of. the Plain Cemetery and 
some of the David Green land, now owned by Mr.. and. Mrs. L. T. Hun- 
ziker of New Jersey.

During the last few years, the Bishops have developed their “Crown 
Point Camping Area” adjacent to the cemetery. On the west side of this 
camping area lies beautiful Stoughton Pond, made as a result of the 
North Springfield flood control dam project. 

The Crown Point Road crosses the North Branch of the Black River 
which feeds the pond. 

But the pond now covers the old Stoughton cellar hole where 
Nathaniel Stoughton, another of the original Weathersfield town fathers, 
built his log cabin and later his frame house with Dutch oven fireplace 
and two other large fireplaces. 


This property remained in the Stoughton family until it was taken 
for the flood control project. However, the old Stoughton house was 
moved to higher ground on Route 131, and is being restored by mem- 
bers of the Stoughton family. John Stoughton, now living in Burlington, 
N. J., owns land bordering the pond and the Crown Point Road passes 
through it. 


To return to the cemetery area, marker No. 17 is a bronze plaque 
set in a large stone at the entrance to the Grout Cemetery. When the 
flood contro] dam was to be built, the Grout Cemetery, so-called because 
the Hilkiah Grout family was buried there, was in the area to be flooded 
by the dam, so the Army Engineers moved the buried remains to a spot 
adjacent to the Plain Cemetery. This is very near the old road. 


Now back across the Branch Brook to marker No. 18. This is a 
field-stone marker, one of the only two original markers known to exist 
today. It bears the inscription: 1757 10 M CAMP. 


It is located near an old road leading from Amsden to what is now 
the boat landing at the north end of Stoughton Pond. 


The land is now owned by the federal government. 

Granite markers No. 19 and No. 20 erected by the town of Weath- 
ersfield in 1915 are on this same old road leading from Route 131 in 
Amsden to Stoughton Pond, but these are on the west side of the road 
and on land owned by Mr. and Mrs. C. A. Murray. 

On this road, there was a beautiful old two-story brick house with 
many fire places, and a dance hall on the second floor. This had to be 
razed along with four others because of the flood control dam. 

Granite marker No. 21, erected by the Vermont DAR in 1915, is 
in the village of Amsden on the east side of Route 131. 

Here we could insert a long story about Charles Amsden and his 
varied business enterprises, but will condense it to a few lines. 

At the age of 17, he came to work in a saw mill. 

A few weeks later, he borrowed $100 and bought the mill. Then 
he began selling grain and a few groceries. 

Later he bought land and developed the limestone quarries and 
built two stone lime kilns and his large house with the store on the first 
floor. He bought $1,000 acres on the north side of Hawks Mountain, 
built 20 houses for his employes, as well as a school and a chapel. So 
the village which he had built was named after him and the business 
was called The Amsden Lime Co. 
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Amsden’‘s two stone lime kilns were built right on the road on 
the east side of Route 131 in the village. From there the road turns left, 
and goes westward up the hill through property now owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Jarvis, The Jarvis house was the Amsden Chapel. The road 
then passed behind the Amsden School house and down onto a short 
cross-road which conects Route 131 with Route 106. On the south side 
of this short cross road is the other original field-stone marker, No. 22, 
with the rough inscription: “C P 1760 1759 MILE XI”. This is on land 
now owned by Mr. and Mrs. Robert Undeen and formerly owned by 
the LaFountains of Springfield. The inscription was restored by Mark 
LaFountain in 1922. 


Granite marker No. 23 erected by the Vermont DAR, 1915, is on the 
west side of Route 106, just north of the intersection with the above 
mentioned connecting road, and north of Downer’s Four Corners. 


For a short distance the old road follows Route 106 north, and 
marker No. 23 is the last one in Weathersfield. 


From here the old Military Road turns left and goes up the hill 
through land of Mr. and Mrs. Rupert Clark, then through pasture and 
woodland of Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence Moore. 


Next comes the land of E. W. (Ted) Miller and Mrs. Miller. 


Miller is well known in this area, as he has been a part of the 
Fellows Gear Shaper Co. in Springfield since he was a young man. He 
was president of the company for many years and just recently resigned 
from that office when well over 80 years of age. 


After crossing the Miller land, the Crown Point Road passes through 
that of Miller’s son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. David Collins, and 
then to the Cavendish Town Line. 


For the path of the Crown Point Road through Cavendish, read the 
chapter by Mrs. Mary Churchill, which appeared in the Rutland Herald, 
Sept. 20, 1967. Any additions or corrections to the foregoing account of 
the old road will be welcomed and will be passed on to the Crown Point 
Road Association, which we hope will someday collect all this informa- 
tion into book form. 

Present land owners of Weathersfield through whose land the 
Crown Point Road passes, as of 1967: Crown Point Country Club; Well- 
wood Orchards; Bernard Brown; Thelma Hoisington; David Claghorn; 
Robinson Bullard; Frank Bishop; Loring T. Hunziker; John Stoughton; 
federal government. 

Also, C. A. Murray, short stretches through Warren Child property, 
and Town of Weathersfield; Robert Jarvis, short stretches through LeRoy 
Guyette and Peter Kahn; Robert Undeen; Rupert Clark; Lawrence Moore; 
E. W. Miller, and David Collins. 
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OFFICE OF FIRST CONSTABLE 1967 


The work of the town constable during the year 1967 was involved 
and varied. More and more work is required of the town Peace Officer. 
Regular Patrolling is necessary as well; and is quie essential. 


This last year the State Highway Department did place Warning 
and Stop Lights at the intersection at Downers Corner. Even though there 
have been a few accidents since the installation, in most cases the ac- 
cident was less serious and was less involved because the other 
motorists were alerted about the intersection and its Warning Light kept 
them on the alert. 


The destruction of Deer that get hit on the roads and highways is 
becoming an increasing problem. Actually, the State Fish and Game 
Department have to act in all these cases, they need to know about the 
disposition of these State owned and controlled animals. A record is made 
by the department on all wild animals that are found dead or alive. All 
animals involved in an accident should be reported to the Game Warden. 


| believe that we are realizing our expected influx of more pro- 
fessional burglaries and property destruction that can be as the result of 
better roads and direct routes to the larger centers of population where 
such actions have been longer and more often practiced. Property owners 
should take all precaution possible where their property is left un- 
attended for periods of time. Do not advertise the fact that no one will 
be there on certain times. Make it indefinite when people might appear 
on the property, looking for improper activities. A responsible neighbor 
authorized to keep watch is good protection. 


The Daytime control of the State Recreational areas is good. Night 
time vigilance is needed and attempted when advisable.

This thirty second in the series of annual reports submitted to the 
people of Weathersfield presents tabulations for the calendar year 1967. 
You may note a reduction in some or all categories of charges assessed 
your community. This is due primarily to passage of the Welfare Act by 
the 1967 session of the Legislature and in particular by its elimination 
of town sharing in programs administered by the Department of Social 
Welfare. Charges assessed your community were for goods and services 
received by the recipients prior to July 1, 1967. On those provided after 
this date there was no local participation. 


In the Department of Social Welfare’s program of assistance to the 
aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of hospital and physician ser- 
vices, as well as the excess over $80.00 per month in Nursing Home 
Care, were assessed against the town of settlement of the recipients of 
such care. Participation charges incurred by your community during the 
past year for each of these types of care were as follows: 


Nursing Home Care $756.69 
Physician Services $ 4.50 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the pro- 
gram of Aid to Families with Dependent Children was at the rate of 
one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for the care of 
Committed Children were borne equally by the local and state agencies. 
Charges: assessed against your community for the former amounted to 
$538.78 for the year just closed. 


During 1967 assistance was granted to 3 residents in your com- 
munity under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled program. Direct 
money payments to these persons were financed entirely out of the 
state-federal funds. Among the other programs financed from these 
same sources were Services for the Blind, Adoption Services, and Medi- 
cal Assistance. While no town-by-town records are compiled for these 
categories, their benefits were available to all qualified residents.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


Enrollment and Planning 


Our total elementary enrollment is 307 at the present time, up 23 
from last year. Perkinsville has seen a decrease of one student and 
Ascutney an increase of 24 students. 


Realizing a need to take immediate steps to relieve the overcrowd- 
ing in Ascutney, your school directors held a public meeting on Novem- 
ber 1, 1967 to discuss alternate solutions to the problem. As a result 
of a consensus of opinion at the meeting, a mobile classroom, modified 
to provide two instructional areas, was immediately purchased and in- 
stalled at the rear of Ascutney School at a cost of approximately 
$12,000.00. Barring unforeseen needs at Perkinsville, present plans are 
to sell the mobile classroom when a permanent addition is available 
for use. 


A citizens committee was organized in December, 1967 for the 
purpose of finding a more permanent solution to the overcrowded con- 
ditions at Ascutney. Members of this committee includ: Roger Eastman; 
Esther Graham; Carl Guild; Richard Hinkley, Chairman; Davis Keniston; 
Donald LaPointe, Advisory member; Ronald Lockwood; Neils Lundgren; 
Roland Smith and Evelyn Williams. At the time of this writing, the com- 
mittee has held five meetings, the most recent being with a representa- 
tiv of Alfred Granger Associates, Architects to discuss building require- 
ments and costs. 


In accordance with instructions from the State’s Temporary Advisory 
Commission, your school directors worked with Springfield and Reading 
during the past year to study the feasibility of forming a union district. 
Due to the Springfield Board’s increased responsibilities. resulting from 
the unfortunate fire at their new high school, further study has been 
temporarily delayed. 


Personnel 


Our Superintendent, Mr. Paul L. Clark, died on November 10, 1967 
after a long illness. Mr. Clark’s assistant, Mr. Kenneth Hood, began his 
duties as Superintendent on October 1, 1967. On December 1, 1967 Mr. 
Wilfred Roy, formerly of North Reading, Mass. became our new Assis- 
tant Superintendent for Curriculum Development. 


The following changes in teaching personnel took place during 
1967. Mrs. Marianne Temple returned to the position of first Grade tea- 
cher in Perkinsville following the resignation of Mrs. Natalie Cole dur- 
ing the summer. Beginning in September, Mrs. Natalie Whitney and Mrs. 
Ann Reynolds were hired to teach supplementary math and as a teacher 
aide in reading, respectively in the Perkinsville School. Mrs. Reynolds 
salary is paid for with Federal funds. In Ascutney, Mrs. Helen Hall was

hired to teach supplementary math. The two supplementary math tea- 
chers succeed Mr. Anthony Tennien who is now teaching in Windsor. 
Mrs. Connie Laber was hired in September to succeed Mrs. Pamela Agrati 
as first grade teacher in Ascutney. 


Mr. Richard W. Hawkins taught music in both schools during the fall 
months. When it was necessary for him to resign due to his health, Mrs. 
Yvonne Bonneau was engaged to teach the music program at both 
schools as well as for the Hartland schools. 


Mrs. Royal Houghton and Mrs. Ronald Davis were hired in June to 
serve as part-time administrative assistants to the principals at Ascutney 
and Perkinsville. This action was taken to relieve the teaching principals 
of the increasing load of routine administrative dueies. In January 1968, 
Mrs. Davis resigned her position and was succeeded by Mrs. J. Philip 
Stapleton. 


Mr. Dietz, principal at Perkinsville School asked to be relieved of 
his administrative duties in January 1968. Mr. Lawrence Wight was 
appointed by the School Directors as principal. 


We wish to extend our appreciation to Mrs. John Hurd, our as- 
sistant town treasurer, for her patience and many hours of extra work 
during our period of bookkeeping difficulties in the Supervisory District 
Office. 


Curriculum 


A major change took place in September when a non-graded system 
was introduced in the Ascutney School. This system recognizes the fact 
that children differ in abilities and learning rates, by providing programs 
which adjust to the child rather than forcing the child to adjust to the 
program. 


Last year we adopted the American Book Company Language Series 
as a basic text for our language arts program. This adoption was favored 
because it was felt that the previous program was weak in building oral 
and written skills. Also as a supplement to our reading and language 
arts program, we purchased a reading machine which helps to develop 
comprehension and to increase pupil’s reading rate. 


A new science program was introduced last year because it was 
generally agreed that test scores were below the national average. In 
this Science Concept, pupils learn by doing, since the program is intended 
to build knowledge through actual involvement in laboratory situations. 


The various parts of our curriculum are constantly being evaluated 
by “curriculum committees”, each made up of teachers from throughout 
the supervisory district. Currently, work is being done by a committee 
to update the social studies curriculum. 
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Due to the increased use and demands on our two school libraries 
we had hoped to hire one full time librarian next September to teach 
library science and coordinate work of volunteer help. However, in view 
of the substantial rise in other expenditures this year, including the 
need for two additional teachers, we feel it advisable to postpone this 
decision. 


Federal Projects 


Federal funds totaling $5,842.00 were utilized during 1967 to (1) 
support a six-week long Head Start Program held in the Ascutney School 
during the summer for fifteen children; (2) support the Perkinsville 
School special reading program, and (3) pay our share of the summer 
day camp in which many of our children participated. 


Also federal funds totaling $525.00 were used to support our 
school libraries. This includes funds for books, as well as library materials 
and audio-visual aid materials. 


At the moment, we have one teacher, Mrs. Iris Way, who is par- 
ticipating in a series of Art Workshops sponsored by the Putney Project 
which is fedarlly funded under Title III. 


Although there are no assurances for future programs, there is no 
doubt that worthwhile ideas will be approved as soon as funds are 
available again. 


Finance - 1967 - Actual 


Total income during 1967 went nearly $27,000.00 over our 
estimate; primarily due to an unexpected large increase in State Aid. 
Expenditures during the year exceedd our estimate by about $7,000.00, 
leaving a year end balance of $20,004.34. 


The major increase in expenditures occured in the capital outlay 
category and amounted to about $14,000.00. $12,000.00 of this amount 
was for purchase and installation of the mobile classroom (a portion of 
which will be recovered if and when we sell the unit). $1600.00 was 
for new bookcases and the installation of a partition in the Ascutney 
School basement and library area. 


Transportation increased about $1000.00 due to the need for con- 
tracting another bus to relieve overcrowding on the Amsden-Weathers- 
field Center-Perkinsville school route and major repairs to the small 
town owned bus purchased in 1966. 


Expenditures for instruction were down about $2,000.00, primarily 
due to the hiring of teacher replacements with less experience and re- 
sulting lower starting salaries. Tuition costs were down about $5,200.00 
because of the loss of several secondary students. 
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Finance - 1968 - Estimate 


The State Dept. of Taxes has notified us of a 55% increase in the 
equalized appraised valuation of property in Weathersfield. Since this 
figure is used by the Department of Education as the town’s “capacity 
to pay” in computing our State Aid for education, we anticipate a de- 
crease of about $14,000.00 in 1968 State Aid. As a result of a new 
state law passed last year, we expect to receive in July, 20% of our 
bonded indebtedness payments made since July 1967. 


We estimate that total expenses for the year 1968 will be about 
$28,000.00 higher than for 1967. As a result of these increased ex- 
penses and the above decrease in State Aid income, we estimate that we 
need approximately $170,465.00 in taxes to meet our 1968 budget. 

As in past years, the two major increases in expenses are instruc- 
tional salaries and tuition payments. Teachers salaries are up about 
$16,000.00 due to an overall increase in the salary schedule to meet the 
new State Minimum Salary Law recently passed and to maintain a com- 
petitive position in attracting good teachers. We have also included the 
salaries of two new teachers which we expect will be necessary to 
handle the growing enrollment and to relieve our principals of their 
teaching duties for a few hours each day so that they may properly 
carry out their supervisory and administrative responsibilities without 
interfering with their classroom work. Springfield and Windsor have 
increased tuition rates from $775.00 to $900.00 and $625.00 to $800.00 
respectively, resulting in an estimated increase cost to the town of 
about $22,500.00. Administration expenses are up about $2,800.00 due 
to increased salaries and the purchase of a bookkeeping machine for 
the Supervisory District Office. 

Transportation expenses have dropped about $5,600.00 due to the 
fact that last years cost included the purchase of a new bus. Operation of 
plant costs are up about $1,000.00 due to increased custodial salaries 
and electric heat for the mobile classroom. Maintenance of plant is down 
about $2200.00 since last year’s figure including Ascutney roof repairs 
and repairs to the Perkinsville sewage disposal system. 

Fixed charges are up about $3,900.00 due to anticipated increased 
fire insurance rates, and increased social security payments resulting 
from the new Federal Social Security Law. Also, this year we will make 
full, one member payments for Blue Cross - Blue Shield insurance for 
teachers and other employees. 

Capital outlay is down about $13,100.00 since the cost of the 
mobile classroom was included in last year’s figure. 

Based on a Grand List of $40,000.00 we expect to meet all operat- 
ing and debt service expenses with a tax rate of $4.26. We would like 
to point out that of this $0.61 tax-rate increase, $0.35 is attributable to 
the estimated decrease in State Aid.

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A bit above the waterfall and around a bend, rippling water cas- 
cades over a ledgy brook bed in a merry run before reaching the spec- 
tacular great drop. 


“Sometimes when the ice breaks in the spring it sounds like a 
thundering herd up there”, said a man, who once lived on the farm in 
view of the falls. 


But the falls weren’t thundering on May 2, 1965, when C. A. 
Murray took the cover picture - water was just spilling over the cliff. 
Just two weeks before on Easter Sunday, April 18, very little water 
was coming over the falls. (A surprise snow storm covered the moun- 
tain “with ermine too dear for an Earl” while in the hemlocks and 
maples, goldfinch were providing Easter music. It was an enchanting 
fairyland, but Ascutney Falls was only a trickle on that day in early 
spring.) 


For many a year, entrance to the trail to Ascutney Falls was through 
the Paul Jarvis pasture. Now “The Ascutney Trails Association” formed 
in January 1967 has relocated the trail entrance. 


On route 131 between the old Marsh Schoolhouse and the Paul 
Jarvis red house, a side road leads back through a pasture past the 
newly built residence of Philip W. Goddard into a car parking area for 
those wishing to hike on the trail. 

A neat sign on a tree trunk reads ‘Weathersfield Trail” ‘Crystal 
Cascades 40 min. 0.07 M. 


Crystal Cascades is a picturesque name referring to what is more 
familiarly known as “The Falls.”
